Children Cry for Pitcher's Castoria, 
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PRESBYTERIANS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 

A great deal of interest lias been bakoii 
in religious circles recently over the pro- 
posed reunion of the two groat bodies of 
tho Preabytoriiin Church in the United 
States. The i|ueation came up unexpect- 
edly in t lie tieiieiul Assembly at Phila- 
delpiiiiv tho oilier d:»y, luui in llie twink- 
liiii^ iif an uyi' aliimat, it passed uut of tlu' 
r iiii;e of coiitrovtirsy and debate, and a 
loni; stop was taken in the direction of or- 
ganic union. The result was reooivod 
with a whirlwind of applsuse and coiigral- 
ulatiuns of commissioners and spoetatois. 
Rev. Dr. Smith, of Baltimore, the ven- 
orablo ex-niodorator of the Assembly, 
stopped forward and aunuuncsd that thu 
special conimitteo of conference, to which 
had been referred tho daj' previous mat 
tors relating to treating with the South- 
ern AsHoiiil)ly was ready to ivport. In it 
the hope was exprcisud that the fraterni/.- 
iiii; spirit that li.iil lieeii manifested in 
tiiese funlemiial ilay.s iiiiglil prove tlie bt 
ginning of the era of more cordial fellow- 
ship between the two assemblies of the 
Presbyterian Church. It was recommend' 
ed that the committee of conference ap- 
pointed last year be continued, with the 
addition of five members, to confer with 
any similar committee that might be ap- 
pointed liy the .Soiithorn Assembly re- 
specting co-opor.'ition of tho two branclius 
of the church. Tiie report concluded by 
dt'clafiiig thai this co-operation in its 
fullest sense could only bo accomplished 
by an organic itiiion, and expressed the 
fullest conlidonce in the brethren of the 
Southern ^gsembly. The Presbyterian 
Church in the United States ranks fourth 
in point of numbers, and as regards 
wealth it is conceded the first place. 



THE " OLD ROMAN." 

Our readers are, of course, familiiir 
with the career of (irover Cleveland, the 
President of the United States, who has 
just been nominated by his party for a 
second terui. Perhaps few are, however, 
intimate with the political history of 
Allen Ci, Thnrman, the "Old Roman," ns 
liis friends lovincly call him, who has 
been selected for thu Vice-Presidency, 
and wliosu name will bo no insignilicant 
;)ortioii of the party rallying cry: "Clove- 
land and Thiinnaii !" Allen (i. Tliiirin/ui 
was boni at Lynch liurg, Va., Novciiil)(!r 
Kith, ISKI. lie leiiiovcd toOiiioiii 1810, 
aiid received an licadeiuic education and 
studied law under his undo, William 
Allen, then Senator, and afterwards Gov- 
ernor of Ohio, and with Noah H. Swayne, 
afterwards a J ustiue of tho United States 
Supreme Court. While he studied law 
young Thurman also gave much 
of his time to land sur\eying. 
In XMA In; was sent to Coiigicss by 
llic Dcnioi'ials. Dining his service in 
l li.'il {I'isil loll M 1'. Tliin inaii advocated anil 
voleil for IIh: "Wilhiol provi.io," and oji- 
post!il (liii repeal of tin' .Missouri coni- 
proiiiiae. .\fter one term in Coiigir.'ss lie 
returned to his profession, deidining a re- 
nomination, lie remained at the liar in 
growing practice until 1851, when he was 
elected to the supreme bench of Ohio. 
From December, 1854, to February, IH.'iCp, 
he sei'ved as chief justice, and on the e.\- 
jiiration of his term lefiised a renumiiui- 
tioii. In lS(i7 Mr. Tliiiiinan was nomin- 

aliul for govei ■ l>y the Deinnciats, and, 

alLlioiiijii ili'feiiti^d, lie 1-educed the Repub- 
lican ni.'ij.irity fium ■lli,0(K)l,o about . •1,011(1, 
and seemed a majority in the legialaLiiie 
for the Ueiiiocrata. In J8C8 he was elect- 
ed to the senate to succeed Beiijainin K. 
Wade. From the first ho took a leading 
position in thiit body, being recognised as 
the loader of the Democratic minority. 
He was niiide a momber of the 
committee on judiciary, and on 
the accession of his party to power ho sras 
made chairiiiaii of that coiuiiiitlee, and 
also (tlccted ineaiileiit ]>r(i Icin of the Sen- 
ale, in lX7'i Ohiu WHS carried by the 
Republicans by 40,000 majority, but 
Senator Tliiiriiiaii toiik cliargo of tho 
Democratic forces during tho following 
campaign find again secured a majority in 
the legislature, which gave him a seat in 
the Semite for anubhor term. In 187<> he 
was a candidate at the national Domo- 
oratio convention, and would probably 
Kavo seourod the nomination but for a 
diviaion in tho Ohiu delegation. He was 
again a candidate in 1880, but was de- 
feated. Ho was ajipoiiited by President 
OarfieldA ropretentatire' the Amerioari 



governirtBhi in the iHfcfenwfclotial fifingiV'ss 
which met in 1881 at Paris. Silibli tlieh 
Mr. Thuiinan has remained in private 
life, although urged to become a candi- 
date for governor, except tliiit he acted as 
a del agate to tho national convention in 
1884. He was also govcrnmmifc Counsel 
in tho recent suit against the Bell Tele- 
pbone company. 

THE REPUBLICAN NOMINEE. 

Tho absolute withdrawal of James <1. 
Blaine from the race for the Republican 
Presidential nomination, as evidenced by 
our dispatches yesterday morning, com- 
plicates tho situation considerably for th>it 
party, as it brings into the field a number 
of prominent Republicans, all of whom 
would probably bo ([uito willing to make 
way for Blaine. Among those in tho lield 
are Allison, Harrison, Uawley, Alger, 
.Morton, Phelps, Slieinmn, Uepow iiiul 
(iresham. Tliere does not appear to be 
any chance of the uomiiuition going to tho 
tirst six ill the list; they will probably get 
a nmiibor of com|)limentary votes and 
then bo dropped. Both Depew aud (ires- 
ham appear to be dovoloping considerable 
strength, and are being vigorously boonu'd 
by their friends. So far the papers have 
failed to draw any expression of opiiiiou 
from ( ireshaiii, as to whether or not lie 
will be a candidate for iioininatioii, or 
accept the nomination if it is teiidiaed 
him. Depew, who at the outset pretended 
to treat as improbable tho idea of his being 
a candidate, has ipparently changed his 
views and is now believed to be an aspir- 
ant for the nomination. There seems to 
be, among New York politicians, an ap- 
prehension of trouble in the event of 
Dupew continuing in tho race. Ho will 
be supported in the convention by the 
extrome protectionist wing of the party, 
and because of his extreme views on prii- 
lectioii will be objectionable to Wcsti^in 
Republicans who want tarill' leforiu, and 
who siipporl (iiesliani beciiuae it is 
known that In: favors revision and 
reduction of tlie tjirid'. Thiia it 
will be seen that there are in 
e.vistence rH the materials neces- 
aary to pruiuot^ a serious split in the par- 
ty on the tariff quastion. Under these 
circumstances it is not impossible that 
both Depew and firesliam may have to 
be dn.|)|ie(l to enable tho party to unite on 
some " ilark lioiae " whoso name has not 
yet been seriously thought of in connec- 
tion with the rresideiitial noiiiiii.itioii. 
Itniiglil, however, be added that Hlnine's 
advocacy of .lohn Slieriii.iii in his lellci 
to Mr. B. F. Jones, chHirinan of tlie Kc- 
publican National Committee, may prove 
aufliciont to boom the senior seimtor fur 
Ohio, but the question as to who will 
head the ticket must be all surmise until 
the meeting of the convention at Chicai;o 
on Tuesday. What do our Americ.in 
friends think of 1111.? ticket: For Presi- 
dent, .lolin Sheriuan, of (lliio; for Vice-
